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S-190B film transparencies and prints were received for a 
strip of photography along a track from Durham, North Carolina, 
to Cape May, New Jersey. S-190A film transparencies have also 
been received for a strip running from Richmond, Virginia, to 
Cape May, New Jersey. 

A preliminary analysis has been made of the calibration data 
provided for the S-190B camera. 

Further progress on the study is in abeyance pending receipt 
of additional S-190B photography on the south end of the strip 
and clarification of the S-190B calibration data.
